vocates the :4modeling of the tenets of 
the old religion to cover the vices that 
have sprung. up during the life cof the 
New Testament. This comes from 4 
man who has speni a lifetime in the 
study of political economy and sociology, 
rather than in the pursuit of philoso- 
phy. 

Prof. Carver bdélieves thai. drinking 
should stand in the same light and 
under. the same. divine injunction as 
blasphemy. He goes even. fav her and 
Says that the commandment, “Thou 
shalt not take the name of the Lori. 
thy God, in vain,” could be laid aside 
with little or no detriment 10 public 
morals to make way for a new precept,

There will then be a number of 
power ‘sites absolutely owned. by

fined; and we may rest assured that 
under that arrangement monopoly 
cannot possess itself of all the power, 
sites in the country. 

And now I come to the subject of 

waterways. We havo done a great 
deal in this country in the im- 
provement of waterways, and we 
have spent a great deal of money. 
I am not criticising the methods 
then pursued. We were engaged 
in growing, and we had a great 
many things to do, and the first 
money expended ought to have 
been for the development of our 
harbors on the sea coast. 
_ We have spent a good deal of 
money on waterways, inland. I 
don’t think it has been spent as 
much to a good purpose as it 
would have been had we adopted 
somé other theory and some other 
methods, but Iam not here to crit- 
icise the past, and +I think that a 
great deal could probably be said 
in defence of the economy that has 
been pursued in’ that matter. 

But I do think we have now 
reached the time in the history of 
the development of our waterways 
when a new method ought to be 
adopted. (Applause.) 

Not “Pork Barrel.” 

Now I would like to clear away 
a good many ‘suppositions that I 
am afraid have lodged in some 
minds.

Though he gave out no formal state- 
ment, he expressed himself as being 
grieved and shocked and said that the 
country had lost a distinguished citizen 
and a great jurist. ; 

Those close to the President said that 
the question of appointing a successor 
to Justice Peckham will require deep 
thought and that the appointment vrob- 
ably will not be made for some time. 
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By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Oct./25.—Among the 
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lawyers of national prominence sug- 
gested as successor to Supreme Justice 
Rufus W. Peckham, who died last 
night at his home near Albany, N. Y., 
are Frederick N. Judson of 8t. Louis, 
former So2cretary of War Luke E. 
Wright; the present secretary, J. M. 
Dickinson and Henry M. Hoyt, confiden- 


tial counsel of the State Department. 

Mr. Judson is known to command the 
esteem and friendship of President Taft. 
He was appointed by President Roose- 
velt to investigate -the question of re- 
bates on the Atchison, Topeko & Santa 
Fe Railroad, in company with the pres- 
ent Governor of Ohio, Judson Harmon. 

Peckham Was a Democrat. 

Justice Peckham was a Democrat, and 
before taking a seat on the bench gave 
considerable attention to politics in New 
York. He was born in Albany, N. Y., 
Nov. 8, 1838, and had been on the 
bench, State and Federal, for 26 years. 
He came from the Court of Appeals of 
his native State, a position which his 
father before him had occupied. 

Mr. Peckham’s first office was that 


.of District Attorney: of Albafhy County. 
He was elected to that position in 1868. 


He afterward became in succession, 


, corporation counsel for the city of Al- 


bany, member of the Supreme Court of 
the State and te Justice of the 
State Court of Appeais. He was the last 
ot President Cleveland’s Democratic ap- 
pointees to the Federal Supreme Court, 
Chief Justice Fuller and Jusiice White 
being the other two. He took his seat 
in January, 1896. 
Attended Strictly to Duties. 

His chief distinction was that of giv- 
ing his time exclusively to the duties of 
the Court.. He accepted no outside ap- 
pointments and undertook no work not 


_eonnected with the high tribunal of 


which he was.a member. He was in 
Constant attendance on the court and 
he gave the most careful attention to 
all matters before it. He was married, 
but went little Into society. Unlike 
others of the justices, he accepted no 
invitations to public functions and made 
no public addresses after taking his 
seat as a justice.

NATION'S BIG STATESMEN 
ARE GUESTS OF THE CITY 





Governors, senators, representatives 
and officials making up one of the most 
brilliant governmental assemblages ever 
brought together, are today the guests 


on the fleet accompanying President 
Taft. on the long cruise to New Orleans. 
They began arriving Sunday. About 
fifty representatives came in. Others 
arrived on every train Monday. In all, 
117 are expected, and 16 senators. There 
will be 22 governors in the party. The 
senators and representatives have res- 
ervations at the Jefferson. Congress- 
man Bartholdt is chairman of the re- 
ception committee that is iooking after 
them. 

Many of the congressmen are from 
Eastern and Western states remote from 
the Mississippi Valley, by their presence 
attesting that the deepening of the Mis- 
sissippi is a national question. 

The deepening of the Mississippi is the 
occasion for all this furore. The river 
trip from St. Louis to New Orleans was 
arranged with a view, to improssing 
strongly upon President Taft and ihe 
governors and members of Congress «nd 
everybody else not already so impresse i 
with the feasibility and commercial ne- 
cessity of deepening the river. 

At the end of the trip the President 
and all the rest will attend the greatest 
deep waterway cervention ever he'd, 
It will be the conrxation of the Lakes- 
to-the-Gulf Deep Waterways Associaiion, 
the membership of which Is scattered 
from Chicago to New Orleans. 

This will be the fourth convention of 
the organization. At the first, held in 
St. Louis, there were 1100 delegates, at 
the second, held in Memphis, there were 
2300 delegates. At the third, held in 
Chicago, there were 3517 delegates. At 
the New Orleans meeting there will be 
more than 4700 delegates. 

The party leaving here with the Presi- 
dent’s fleet will be augmented at dif- 
ferent points by delegations anc guests 
and will number about 2800 persons 
when it reaches New Orleans. 

The river trip is 1200 miles and wil! 
occupy five days. Stops will be made 
at eight cities, and President Taft wi!]

The river demonstration and conven. 
tion are expected to result in such a 
rounding-up of deep-Waterway interests 
during the coming sesston of Congress 
that a river and harbor bill will be 
passed containing a clause providing for 
an adequate bond issue which will pur 
the deep waterway project on a gub- 
stantial basis.

Some of the Appointments 
Were Made by Associates of 
Presént Candidate.

NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—An investigator 
who has been searching court records 
has found that Rudolph Block, formerly 
editor of the comic éection of the Hearst 
periodicals and now eampaign manager 
for Judge Gaynor in his race for Mayor, 


-|has found his acquaintance with Judge 


Gaynor profitable. The records show 
that Block was appointed a subway lo- 
cation commissioner, and that he drew 
$4500 for his services, or at the rate of 
$136 for each session held by the com- 
mission. ; 

Mr. Block organized the Committee 
of Nine, the so-called independent and 
nonpartisan body or citizens; which 
first nominated Judge Gaynor. 

Judge Gaynor admitted in a campaign 
speech that Block acted as intermedi- 
ary between himself and William R. 
Hearst, which finally led to Gaynor go- 
ing to Hearst’s house to talk with him 
about supporting him for Mayor. 

Judge Gaynor has made light of 
Block’s Supreme Court appointments, at 
one time giving the impression that it 
was Justice Mills, and not he, who ap- 
pointed Block to various good things. 

Appointed by Gaynor. 
The records, which are not as easy to 


| get as before the campaign -began, are 


with the clerk of the appellate Division, 
second department, clerk of the Appel- 
late Division, first department, and Cor- 
poration Counsel Pendleton. 

The Devexlyn records show that, with 
Judge Gaynor sitting, Rudolph Block 
was appointed on April 20, 1906, a com- 
missioner along with Henry B. Ketcham 
and Edward S. Fowler, to locate the 
route of the bridge loop subway system 
in Brooklyn. This was largely a for- 
mal function on the part of the com- 
missioners, the location having been de- 
termined by the engineers. 

-On June 4, about six weeks after the 
appointment, each of the commissioners 
received an allowance of $1500, and on 
June 26, 1907, there was an additional al- 


lowance of $3000 to each of the com-|- 


missioners, making a total of $4600 each, 
besides $199.60 incidental expenses. Fig- 
uring on the number of sessions held, 
the commissioners received $136 apiece 
for each session. 

$500 for One Task. 

On June 27, 1906, the Appellate Div- 
ision of the First Department appointed 
Rudolph Block, Charles P. Dillom and 
Edward McGean commissioners on the 
route of the proposed Jerome avenue 
subway. Each commissioner received 

On June 27, 1908, Rudolph Block, Wil- 
liam A. Wright and Charles 8S. Foote 
were appointed commissioners on the 
modification of the location of the route 
of the proposed Lexington avenue sub- 
way by the Appellate Division, First De- 
partment. The record shows that each 
commissioner received $3000 for this 
work. 

On April 17, 1908, Rudolph Block, 
George Hine and Frank V. Leeds were 
appointed by Justice Joseph Morschau- 
ser, in epecial term, as condemnation 
commissioners in the Catskill aqueduct 
condemnation, Section No. 8, Northern 
Aqueduct. 

An “Exchange of Courtesy.” 

This appointment came at a time when 
Mr. Block was organizing independent 
bodies in Brooklyn to further the politi- 
Justice 
Morschauser and Mr. Gaynor are per- 
sonal friends. The appointment was ef- 
fected through what is known .among 
lawyers and judges as an “exchange of 
judicial courtesies.”’ 

It is understood that the appointmerit 
was made against the protest of Mayor 


| McClellan and Corporation Counsel Pen-

Waterbury, Conn., Woman's 1 Lodger Is Hanged| 
in Effigy. by Critics; Husband: Is Dis- 
charged, and Friends Retaliate. 


BRE a te toe Oe Ole oe Oct. 25.—Almost 


everybody in the town of Southbury has 
taken up arms, figuratively speaking, 
either for or against Mrs. Charles Hub- 
bell’s boarder. He is William Lephard, 
and his effigy was strung up from a 
telegraph pole, with the warning that his 
body would be swinging there soon un- 
less he took the quickest way to get out 
of town. The warning notice was signed 
“The White Caps.’’ 

People who live out Quaker Farms 
way thought that the White Caps had 
stood by their word, for hanging from 
a telegraph pole in front of Hubbeil’s 
place was what appeared to be the fig- 
ure of a man. \A closer view, however, 
showed that it was another effigy. The 
Ku Klux Klan of Southbury had arisen 
to defend the boarder. 

The effigy; according to the legend it 
bore, signed by the Ku Klux Klan, was 
supposed to represent John King, super- 
intendent of the watch factory. 

“The White Caps will be fought to a 
finish by the Ku Klux Klan,” the no- 
tice said. 

All the trouble, which, after taking in 
Hubbell, his wife, the boarder, King, and 
pretty nearly everybody else in town, 
started in some gossip about Mrs. Hub- 
bell and Lephard. They were seen to- 
gether too much, people said. The other 
day they took “a walk together, and 
when they passed the volunteer fire- 
man’s house somebody turned the hose 
on them and wet them both to the skin. 
That spoiled their walk, but it didn’t 
stop the gossip.

It got. ſ0 that Hubbell could not go 
out of his house without being urged 
to challenge Lephard to a duel, or at 
least to turn him out of the house. Fin- 
ally Hubbell lost his job at the watch 
factory,.at which King is superinten- 
dent. That made King: so unpopular with 
the Ku Klux Klan men that they imme- 
diately began to get the effigy ready. 
He already “had got into trouble with 
the Ku Klux Klan by refusing, in his 
capacity as town constable, to take 
steps, on the request of Mrs. Hubbell 
and her boarder, to arrest the men re- 
sponsible for the episode of the fire 
hose. The Ku Klux Klan says it was 
the White Caps who gave Mrs. Hubbell 
and Lephard a ducking. 

The adherents of the White Caps and 
| the Ku Klux Klan are numerous enough 
to start a good sized feud, and the few 
persons in-.the village who are not iden- 
tified with one side or the other fear 
serious trouble unless the authorities 
take prompt action.

GIRL WIFE. AND 
KILLS HIMSELF 


Ex-Convict —— Tragedy 
in the Union Station at 
Washington, D. C. 


HE HAD FOLLOWED HER 


Begged Woman to Return and 
Live With Him, but She 
Refused. 


By Wire From the Washington 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. %.—William H. 
Short of New York, a convict on parole, 
thrice shot his young wife, Evelyn How- 
ard, a chorus girl in “The Motor Giri” 
company, while the two were in the 
Union Station. Short put a bullet in his 
brain and died two hours later in the 
Casualty Hospital. 

There lies his wife, a beautiful brunette, 
24 years old, with three bullets in her 
back, hovering between life and death. 
‘ue surgeons say the odds are against 
her. If they can control an internal 
hemorrhage she will recover. Her moth- 
er, Mrs. Mary Lewis of 2 East lllth 
street, New York, hurried to her bed- 
side. 

Short, released from Sing Sing prison 
about four months ago, had implored 
his wife to leave the stage and live with 
him. She refused. She was about to 
take a train with “The Motor Girl’’ com 
pany for Pittsburg. He had no money 
to follow her there and shot her. 

Both Southerners. 

Short, a slender, blond-haired man, 33 
years old, came from Livingston, Ala. 
His wife’s birthplace was Jacksonville, 
Fla. Hight years ago, when she was 
only 16 years old, she fell in love with 
him and they eloped, going to New York. 
In 1904 Short was convicted of forgery 
and grand larceny.in the second de- 
gree. He had forged checks and stolen 
money from Herman Lobel, manager of 
an apartment house, 2 East Twenty- 
seventh street, New York. Short was 
sentenced to nine years’ imprisonment 
in Sing Sing prison. 

Arriving here with ‘“‘The Motor Girl’ 
company last Sunday, Mrs. Short went 
to the Regent Hotel. At 4 o'clock 
Saturday Short appeared and at 7:30 
o’clock he went to the room occupied 
by Mrs. Short and Miss Caldwell, a 
member of the company. The latter, 
who responded to the knock on_ the 
door, recognized the visitor as the hus- 
band of her roommate. Mrs. Short had 
told Miss Caldwell that her husband 
had been telephoning to her and writ- 
ing to her asking her to come back to 
New Yo and live with him. 

Apparently on Good Terms. 

The three spent the morning in the 
room and the husband and wife were 
apparently on good terms except for 
Shogt’s constant nagging at his wife. 
At one time he drew a revolver but 
the two women persuaded him to put 
it away. He refused to give it to the 
hotel clerk when they asked him to do 
so. 

When “The Motor Girl” company was 
about to leave for Pittsburg Miss Cald- 
well and Mrs. Short called a cab and 
Short got in with them. On the way to 
the Union Station Short coaxed his wife 
to return to him. He finally bit her 
severely on the arm. 

When the cab reached the western 
entrance to the depot Miss Caldwell 
stepped out and Mrs. Short followed. 
As she got out of the cab she stumbled 
and fell. Her husband stumbled over 
her. He had drawn a revolver. She 
screamed in fear and cried: ‘Don’t 
shoot me, Will!” 

She started to run but had gone but 
a few feet when he fired three shots 
at her. She fell, gasping, ahd Short 
turned the pistol on himself. 

At the hospital the injured woman 
was able to talk with the doctors at 
brief intervals during the day. She ex- 
pressed little love for her husband, 
whose treatment of her had been cruel, 
she said. She is very plucky. When 
she recovered consciousness the sur- 
geons asked her if she wanted anything. 

“T‘d like to have a glass of beer,” 
she said.

COURT REFUSES 


TO STRIKE OUT 
ATTACK ON JONES 


Return. of. Light Company 
Questions Circuit Attorney’s 
Good Faith. 


The attack of the West End Light 
and Power Co. on the good faith of 
Circuit Attorney Jones in bringing quo 
warranto proceedings to revoke the 
charter of that company is permitted 
to stand by a ruling Monday of Circuit 
Judge Kinsey. 

The ruling is on a motion of the 
attorneys for the Circuit Attorney that 
parts of the West End company’s re- 
turn, including the attack on the Cir- 
cult Attorney’s good faith, be stricken 
out. The Judge ordered that some parts 
of the return stricken out, but per- 
mitted the issue of good faith to stand. 

The motion was made by Jones, 
Hocker & Davis. They asked that four 
clauses be stricken out. The second 
refers to jurisdiction. The third sets 
out that if the allegations are true the 
State has a remedy in a criminal ac- 
tion. 

The fourth clause sets up the claim 
that the question has been adjusted in 
the case of W. Hall Trigg, in which 
Judge Grimm decided that the franchise 
of the West End company was valid. 
The motion to strike out the third and 
fourth clauses is sustained. 

The first and second clause contain- 
ing the attack on Jones’ good faith and 
raising the question of jurisdiction, are 
permitted to stand. 

In permitting the first clause to stand, 
however, Judge Kinsey puts his action 
on the ground that there is a question 
whether any wrong has been done to 
the State against which it has a right 
to complain. In his written opinion, 
Judge Kinsey says: 

‘The right of the Circuit Attorney to 
bring the action cannot be questioned. 
He acted under his official oath and his 
personal motives are not subject to in- 
quiry. 

“When, however, the State, by its duly 
authorized legal officer, comes _ into 
court geeking to redress a supposed 
wrong, it is like any other suitor. It 
must show to the court not only that the 
respondent»has done or omitted to do 
sume act which gives rise to a cause 
of action, but also that the State has a 
right to complain and redress the wrong. 

“The first.special plea says the pro- 
ceedings are not in the public interest 
and are not intended to redress any 
wrong of which the State has a right to 
complain, but on the other hand is in- 
tended to redress a private grievance of 
one citizen against another in which the 
public has no interest. 

“If this be true, the State ought not 
to be allowed to maintain this suit. For 
that reason the Court has overruled the 
motion to strike out the first special 
plea.’’

COMPETITOR OF 
LIGHT TRUST TO 
GET IOWA POWER 


Laclede Concern Arranges for 
Current From River Plant 
at Keokuk. 


The Laclede Gas Light Co., which 


proposes to compete with the Union 
Electric Light and Power monopoly 
in supplying electricity to St. Louis, 
has under consideration, it was 
learned Monday from unquestionable 
authority, a contract with the Missis- 
sippi River Power and Distributing 
Co. to supply the current. 

The Mississippi River company has 
under way an immense-dam at Keo- 
kuk, Io., as the first work on a plant 
where electricity is to be generated 
from river power. It is a corporation 


under the laws of New Jersey. 
' The contract, which has not yet been 


signed, provides that the Laclede «om 
pany shall buy 42,110 kilowatt hours daily, 
more than 15,000,000 a year, for 99 years, 
at the rate of $98,000 a year. This.: 
about one-half a cent a kilowatt hou”, 
and is much cheaper, electrical engineers 
say, than electricity can be manufac- 
tured here. 

This price is based on delivery at the 
switchboard here. 

The Laclede company, it is reported, 
has bought the old Suburban cdr sheds 
on Morgan street, west of Vandeventer 
avenue, as a site for its powerhouse, 
where the switchboard is to be installed. 

The United Railways a year aro con- 
sidered making a contract with the Mis- 
sissippi River Co., but came to 0 con- 
clusion. To make such a contract it 
would be necessary for the comvany to 
discard its expensive plants now main- 
tained. 

W. V. N. Powelson, former president 
and general manager of the Union Elec- 
tric, is at the head of the Mississippi 
River company, and the Unron Electric 
has negotiated with him, it is said, for 
current. This, however, need not inter- 
fere with the Laclede contract, if it is 
signed, as it calls for only about six 
per cent of the power the Mississippi 
company expects to generate.

that any person who denied the Trinity 
should be punished with death. Mary- 
land therefore was no place for the Jew. 
Even after the Revolution, though under 
the Constitution of tne United States a 
Jew was eligible to any office, no one 
could hold office under the government 
of Maryland without signing a declara- 
tion that he believed in the Christian re- 
ligion. 

From the period of the riot in New 
York in 174, “directed against a Jew 
and his wife,” according to Gov. Clin- 
ton’s report to London, to the Revolu- 
tion there was little increase in the 
Jewish population in New York. 
Attracted by: the tolerance of Roger 
Williams, a fugitive himself from per- 
secutions, and Wisheartened by Stuyve- 
sant’s persistent persecutions many Jews 
made their way to Newport as early 
as 1657, and for 20 years preceding our 
Revolutionary War Newport was one of 
the principal cities in tne American col- 
onies, in comercial importance ranking 
with Boston and Philadelphia. (For Ed- 
ward Eggleston telly.us that “he was 
thought a bold prophet who then said 
that ‘New York might one day. equal 
Newport.’"’' At about 1750 New York 
sent forth fewer ships than Newport, 
and just halt as many-as Boston.) . 

The first documentary evidence regard- 
ing the settlement of Jews in Philadel. 
phia dates from the year 1726, although 
it is known that Jews settled in Schae- 
fersville, Lancaster, York and Easton as 
early as 1655. -Thege were Jews in 
Pennsylvania at least 25 years prior to 
the landing of William Penn. 

On the 7th of July, 1773, a party of 40 
Jews sailed hp the:Gavannah River on 
& vessel direct from London, arriving in 
the very midst of a public dinner given 
by Oglethorpe, who had ‘assembled the 
colonies for the purpose of allotting to 
each settler his proportion of land and 
of organizing a local government. 

In spite of much determined opposition 
to the newcomers the benevolent Ogle- 
thorpe befriended the Jews and wrote 
to Englan@# praising their enterprise and 
worth, calling special attention to one 
of their number, Dr. Nunes, for his 
attention to the sick and other valuable 
services.- Another of their number was 
Abraham de Lyon, a horticulturist, who 
Was the first tn this country to intro- 
duce successfully useful foreign plants, 

It was the industry and. intelligence 
of the Jews and the subsequent arrival 
of a few Moravians and Highlanders, 
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from Scotland who made a success of 
Oglethorpe’s scheme. 

With the departure of Oglethorpe from 
Georgia, and on account of the per- 
sistent hostility of the trustees of the 
London Co., subjected not only to civil 
disabilities, but with the rest of the 
population to unreasonable demands, 
many Jews. gradualNy moved from Sa- 
vannah and settled in Charleston. 

During the struggle for independence 
the Jews of Charleston distinguished 
themselves by their patriotism. Not a 
| single Tory was found among them. In 
1816 Charleston numbered ‘over 600 Jews, 
then the largest Jewish pupulation of 
any city in the’ United States.
